JANUARY 


January 2 - This issue of the The 
Elba Clipper recorded brief exerts

January 9 - Whitewater Bridge col- 
lision injures 2 (picture) - Two peo- 
ple were seriously injured last Thurs- 
day evening in a 2-car collision near 
downtown Elba. According to Elba 
police the wreck on Whitewater 
Bridge injured Sarah Cornwell Seay, 
68, of Elba and Robin Earl Morgan, 
42, of Enterprise, AL. The vehicle 
driven by Scay was partially lodged 
in the guardrail near the bridge and it 
took rescue personnel several min- 
utes to free her from the wrecked au- 
tomobile, 


January 16 - ECSB adopts new dis- 
cipline policy (sub-head: Windham 
addresses board on recent test 
scores) - The Elba City School 
Board accepted a resignation, a re- 
tirement, adopted a change in the 
discipline procedure and anguished 
over the drop in test scores Thursday 
night during the regular meeting of 
the board.

On its top. Shelly Speller, age 21, of 
Kinston was killed as he was thrown 
from the vehicle. A head-on colli- 
sion (another picture) took the life of 
Joe Clark, age 77, of New Brockton. 
Clark’s vehicle collided with a truck 
driven by Adam B, Senn of Opp, 
AL. Senn was not injured, Clark's 
wife, Hazel, age 77, sustained major 
injuries,

February 20 - Low bid on Elba pub- 
lic library exceeds quarter million 
mark - Elba City officials and mem- 
bers of the library board opened bids 
Thursday aftemoon for construction 
of a new Elba public library, The site 
for the building is on the corner of 
Court and Simmons Sweet. It is at 
the northwest corner of the square on 
land donated by Mr, & Mrs. Fred 
Clark, Low bidder was Singluff Con- 
struction of Dothan with a bid of 
$329,597.00, 


February 27 - (picture) Martin Lu- 
ther King Drive was officially dedi- 
cated Sunday afternoon at 3 p.m, - 
Rey. Virgil Coleman is shown as he 
briefly recounts the accomplish- 
ments of Dr, King.

Fire 
units were dispatched to Elba form 
New Brockton to assist and standby 
at the house fire, 


March 12 - During a Monday morn- 
ing press conference, Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton announced 
that he would not seek re-election, In 
separate articles, Commissioner 
Robert Stephens announced his can- 
didacy for re-election to the District 
3 Seat on the Coffee County Com- 
mission, Judge John Crawley an-

Al approximately 7:30 p.m. in the 
evening, members of the Kinston po- 
lice and rescue squad discovered 
Randy Crook, age 36, upon answer- 
ing a call to a residence on Pierce 
Street. According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Brice Paul, Crook had a gun- 
shot wound to the neck. 

Crook was transported to Mizell 
Memorial Hospital in Opp, AL 
where he died at approximately 9 
p.m.

Reportedly, there were family 
members and other individuals in the 
house when the fatal shot was fired, 
All are being interviewed by authori- 
lics, ; 

The incident is being investigated

According to authorities at press 
ume, the shooting death has been 
ruled self-inflicted, but it is not 
known at this time if it was suicide 
or accidental.

Coffee County Commission votes 4-3 in

Monday morning, the Coffee 
County Commission’s final meeting 
of the year ended with a hint of 
things to come, 

In reviewing a recent Coffee 
County - Enterprise Division Grand 
Jury’s report, the commission voted 
4 to 3 in favor of looking into the 
possibility of building a new court- 
house in Enterprise. 

The grand jury, in its report, stat- 
ed the following: 

“Our inspection into the court- 
house reflects that this building is 
in a poor state of repairs, has in- 
adequate facilities and is in a 
poor state of cleanliness, We 
found that all of the offices in the 
courthouse are in need of addi- 
tional space.” 

After noting several of its find- 
ings of the need for repairs, more 
Space, cleaning, and other items 
necding attention in offices, the re- 
port on the courthouse ended in the 
following manner: “Yn conclusion, it 
is the feeling of this Grand Jury that 
a new courthouse is badly needed 
for the Enterprise Division of Coffee 
County.” 

After reviewing the grand jury's 
report, Commissioner Sid Averett 


made the following motion: “I make 
a move we follow the recommenda- 
tion of the grand jury and begin 
working toward a new courthouse in 
Enterprise, Alabama. Involved in 
that motion - that we contact our 
State Representative (Jimmy Holley) 
and ask him for all the assistance 
possible in financing this project.” 

The commissioners discussed the 
mouon for several minutes before 
voting. Concem was expressed 
about the county’s ability to finance 
a new courthouse, 

Averett stated that he was against 
any repairs to the present courthouse 
unless such repairs were absolutely 
needed to ensure the public's safety. 

Voting for the motion were: Com- 
missioners Sid Averett, Bill Faulk, 
Bernest Brooks, and Jack Hanson. 
Opposing the motion were: Commis- 
sioners Robert Stephens, Wendell 
Black, and Lawrence Creel, 

An carlicr motion by Commission 
Chairman Robert Stephens to ap- 
point a task force to study the grand 
Jury's report and make recommenda- 
tions was defeated. 

Averett, during discussion of Ste- 
phens’ motion, said, “I refuse to del- 
egate my responsibility!” 

The commission, in response to 
the grand jury's report on the county 
jail, took the following action to 
pave the dirt road going to the jail.

Commissioner Brooks made the 
motion that a road be built and 
paved to the jail as soon as it is feasi- 
ble. A deadline for the completion of 
the road was set at July 1, 1993, 

The motion passed unanimously 
and County Engineer Mark Pool was 
instructed to proceed with the pro- 
ject. 

_Engineer Pool informed the com- 
missioners that he had been_ in- 
formed by State Highway Director 
Perry Hand that $100,000 in slate 
funds had been awarded to the 
county.

Baby Calf Management 
Practices Discussed 


For almost every beef cow pro- 
ducer here in Coffee County, De- 
cember means baby calves are being 
born. In fact, almost every herd 
should have started and some may 
be finishing. With this in mind, it's a 
good time to talk about baby calf 
management. 

The best time to perform many 
management practices is within the 
first few days of the calf's life. Many 
practices can be performed on the 
day the calf is born. The calf is casy 
to restrain and will experience very 
little stress at this time. 

A good practice is to carry a tool- 
box into the calving pasture when 
cows are checked. The toolbox 
should contain a record book, a pen- 
cil, a tagging or other identification 
device, a knife or castrator, a bottle 
of iodine, an implant gun, and if 
needed, ¢ dehorning device such as 
caustic soda or scoop dehorner, 

Several practices can minimize 
stress and weight loss to these calves 
after they are older. The following 
are casy to perform on baby calves, 
and they also increase the calf’s val- 
ue at market time, 

1, Disinfect the navel and re- 
maining cord to prevent infectious 
pathogens from entering the calf's 
system, Iodine solution works well, 

2. Identify the calf with a lag 
and/or tattoo and match it with its 
dam. Record it in a record book. 
This will help at weaning when se- 
lecting replacement females and de- 
ciding which cows to cull. 

3. Castrate bull calves using a 
knife or castrator. Young calves 
bleed very little and will experience 
very little pain. Spray the incision 
with iodine. If an elasticator is used, 
place bands in the proper position 
above the testicles. Early castration 
will minimize stress and weight loss. 

4. Dehorn calves using caustic

paste, scoop dehorners, or electric 
dehorners, Older calves will experi- 
ence more blood loss as well as 
weight loss, 


5. Implant calves with recom- 
mended products. This can mean an 
increase in market weight of 20 to 
40 pounds per calf, depending on the 
nutritional program, 

6. Give all calves clostridium 
vaccination (blackleg and malignant 
edema) within two months of birth. 
Dead calves are usually the first sign 
of blackleg. 

Some cattle producers may prefer 
to work and sort calves every week. 
On a weekly schedule, cattle can be 
placed in a working corral and the 
calves worked. This is also a good 
time to remove cows and their calves 
from calving pasture and place them 
in separate pastures. This makes it 
easier to observe those cows that

Tips tor Maintaining Silver's 
Beauty 

Whether the silver is new or of 
vintage quality, some simple care is 
all that is needed to bring out its in- 
herent beauty. Regardless of how of- 
ten silver is used, it should be pol- 
ished a minimum of one or twice a 
year, Using a soft cloth or an all- 
natural sponge, apply a liquid or past 
polish that is specifically recom- 
mended for silver, Rub gently and 
evenly to remove dirt and tarnish, 
then rinse in warm water. If the 
piece will be used for eating or serv- 
ing food, hand wash it in a solution 
of liquid had dishwashing detergent 
and warm water, then rinse thor- 
oughly. To eliminate the water resi- 
due that can cause dark spots, hand 
dry with a clean, soft cloth. To 
create more sheen, buff each piece 
with another clean, soft cloth, 

When it comes to keeping the sil- 
ver shiny, careful storage and/or fre- 
quent use, rather than frequent pol- 
ishing, is the key. Because polishin 
removes a minute layer of silver, it 
should not be done too often, espe- 
cially for silver-plated items, Fre- 
quent use helps reduce tarnish build 
up and enhances the protective mel- 
low surface finish (patina) that de- 
velops with age and use. Consider 
rotating flatware so all pieces wear 
evenly and develop a similar patina, 

Tarnish is caused by exposure to 
sulfur and chloride salts. These two 
culprits are found in many things, in- 
cluding plastic, egg yolks, olives, cit- 
Tus fruit, vinegar, flowers, natural 
gas, sca salt and sea air, rubber per- 
spiration and air pollution, Beware 
of letting food sit too long on silver 
dishes.,.and, if the silver is not be- 
ing used frequently, store it safely 
and properly, 

To store silver, wrap it in flannel 
wr acid-free tissue paper, then place 
t in a plastic bag. To help keep it 
arnish-free, force the air out of the 
28g, avoid contact between the plas- 
tic and the silver and do not use rub- 
ber bands as closures. For added pro- 
tection consider anti-tarnish strips 
and camphor squares. Both are avail- 
able through jewelry supply stores.
